DMstrict Attorney Hall Removed.

President Roosevelt today directed the re-
moval from office of John M. Hall, United
States district attorpey for Oregon. Mr.
Hall has been prosecuting land fraud cases
and the removal ls made in connection with
them.

The sannouncement of the removal was
made by Attorney General Moody as he
teft the White House afier a conference
with the president. He deéclined to say
what charges, If any, had been made
agalnst Hull, but added that for the good
of the serwice It was bellsved hest to dis-
pense with him, particularly in connection
with the land fraud cases In Oregon.

Earller in the day Senator Fulton of
Oregon had a talk with the president con-
cerning land fraud cases which have been
Instituted by the government In Oregon,
but whether this conference had any rela-
tion to the removal Jf the district attorney
could pot be learned.

Mr. Hall was endorsed for reappolntment
by Senator Mitchell and Representative
Hermann of Oregon, both of whom re-
cently went to Portland, where they ap-
poared bheforse the grand jury in connection
with that body's conslderation of the cuses
growing out of the publie land feauds. ‘The
president took no actlon on this recom-
mendation. The conduct of the distriot at-
torney’'s office wt Portland has been in-
quired Into by the government representa-
tives and reports on the fucts adduced have
been transmited here. The reports allege
that there has been obstruction of justice;
that certaln prominent men have heen
shielded, and that attempts have besn made
to prevent certaln purties giving evidence
In the iaud fravd cases.

Gliver E. Pagin of Chicago, special aa-
slstant attormey of the Department of
Justice, has been =ent to Dregon to assist
In the prosecution of the land fraud cases.

Hall Says He Is Surpriseil,
